(ii)  Local  Health  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National 

Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  North  Riding  County  Council  administers  these 
services  through  the  Local  Health  Sub-Committee  on 
which  you  are  represented  by  a  Member  of  your 
Public  Health  Committee.  The  services  provided 
are  the  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
young  children,  domiciliary  midwifery,  health  visit¬ 
ing,  home  nursing,  ambulance,  domestic  help,  care 
and  after  care  and  arrangements  for  immunisation 
and  vaccination. 

Two  nurse/midwives  are  resident  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Pickering,  one  being  at  Lockton  and  the 
other  at  Sinnington. 

The  main  ambulance  station  for  the  Ryeda'e 
area  is  situated  in  Malton. 

(iii)  Hospitals. 

General  Medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted 
to  Hospitals  at  Malton,  Scarborough,  York  and 
Leeds.  Maternity  cases  are  admitted,  when  neces¬ 
sary,  to  hospitals  at  Scarborough  and  Westow. 

( iv )  Laboratory  facilities. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hull. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 
JANUARY,  1951. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Pickering  Rural  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  for  approval  a 
report  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  1951. 

This  work  is  referred  to  under  various  sections  of  the 
report  but  a  few  items  call  for  special  reference. 

During  the  year  a  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased 
and  a  scheme  instituted  to  serve  the  district  by  direct  labour. 
This  vehicle  has  given  good  service  and  has  been  considerab'e 
help  indirectly  to  other  services.  The  employment  of 
additional  labour  has  made  it  possible  to  carry  out  work 
throughout  the  area  with  direct  supervision. 


A  great  deal  of  attention  and  work  to  water  supplies 
was  done  during  the  year.  Reserve  tanks  of  5,000  gallons 
capacity  were  erected  in  the  villages  of  Sinnington  and 
Kirbymisperton  and  these  have  proved  considerable  benefit. 

I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members 
and  Officials  for  their  close  co-operation  and  keen  interest 
shown  during  the  course  of  my  duties.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  and 
expense  was  devoted  to  water  supplies  during  the  year.  There 
is  still  a  great  amount  of  work  to  do  especially  in  the  area 
where  no  piped  supplies  exist  or  are  inadequate  to  cope  with 
the  ever  increasing  demands  for  water.  Improvement  has 
been  made  to  the  adequacy  of  water  in  the  villages  of 
Thornton  Dale,  Sinnington,  and  Kirbymisperton. 

Work  on  the  ,New  Scheme  to  serve  Newton  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  but  owing  to  weather  conditions  and 
labour  problems  it  was  not  completed.  An  extension  of  the 
main  at  Barugh  was  carried  down  Wandales  Lane  to  serve 
Agricultural  needs  for  this  particular  area. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  10  of  these  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory  and  13  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  accounted  for  as  follows

Sewerage.  There  is  no  seweraoe  scheme  in  control  of 
the  Local  Authority  in  the  Area.  This  gives  rise  to  con¬ 
siderable  nuisance  particularly  in  the  parish  of  Thornton  Dale 
where  the  visiting  population  is  large.  Every  year  as  more 
water  is  made  available  to  villages  the  need  for  sewage 
disposal  becomes  more  apparent.  There  is  evidence  in 
practically  every  village  that  water  courses  are  being  fouled 
and  have  become  open  sewers. 


Refuse  Collection.  A  scheme  has  been  commenced  with¬ 
in  the  area  whereby  refuse  is  collected  regularly  at  three 
weekly  intervals.  This  has  been  of  considerable  benefit  to 
the  small  householder  with  limited  land.  The  village  of 
Thornton  Dale  still  receives  a  fortnightly  collection.  The 
means  of  disposal  is  by  crude  tipping.  These  tips  are  not 
maintained  in  a  proper  condition  due  to  the  limited  amount 
of  labour.  Extra  attention  would  involve  extra  expense  on  this 
service.  There  is  also  the  fact  to  take  into  consideration  that 
these  tips  do  not  belong  to  the  Council. 

Housing.  During  the  period  considerable  time  was 
devoted  to  the  erection  of  new  houses — no  Clerk  of  Works 
being  employed  due  to  distances  between  sites.  Eight  new 
houses  were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  two 
by  private  enterprise.  Nineteen  building  licences  were  issued, 
the  majority  of  the  work  being  renovations  or  conversions  of 
old  property  within  the  villages  to  good  housing  standards. 

There  was  only  one  application  for  Improvements  Grant 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  but  this  was  not  proceeded 
with. 

Where  the  average  dwelling  house  is  not  owned  by  the 
occupier  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  get  repa;rs 
executed.  This,  I  feel  sure,  is  due  to  high  building  costs 
in  relation  to  rent  chargeable. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Three  moveable  Dwellings  have  been  licensed  during 
the  year  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269. 

Factories. 

Of  the  14  factories  on  the  register  12  were  inspected 
and  where  defects  were  found  they  were  remedied. 

Meat  and  Food. 

There  is  no  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  with'n  the 
area.  There  has  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  four  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and 
storage  of  ice  cream  in  the  area.  Eight  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year,  six  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  two 
unsatisfactory.

Five  new  licences  under  section  3  have  been  issued 
during  the  year.
